LOOKING OUT FOR BABIES. 


Councilman Healy Will Try Again for 
Legislation Against the Race- 
Suicide Landlords. 


Bernard Healy, Councilmun from 
the Eighth Ward, will renew in the 
Council Monday his attempt to secure 
legislation that will mete some meas- 
ure of punishment to ¢g land'ords who 
decline to rent houses or flats to ten- 
ants with children. Healy says that 
we are placing an extra tax on men 
with families by permitting the land- 
lords to bar them from desirable cot- 
tages and flats. 

A week ago Healy tried to secure the 
passage of an ordinance making it a 
penal offense for. a landlord to refuse 
to rent to families with children. 
Attorney Hewitt advised against this 
law on the ground that it would preb- 
ably be invalid. Monday Healy pur- 
poses to introduce an ordinance im- 
posing an extra license on oy ga 
where children are not admitted. 
argues that this distinction 
children end no children ts made by 
he jandlords thémselves and that ft 
is within the jurisdiction of the Coun- 
cil to fixe the license accordingly. The 
city now imposes a Ncense 
on hotels and lodging houses. Healy 
wants the ones where cecbildren are 
barre placed in a speciai grade and 
taxed to the limit. 

Healy is the father of twins; in his 
family there are eizht children. He 
says that his own experience with 
landlords has brought home tc him 
the crime that a landlord commits 
when he turns away a woman tenant 
because she has one or more chil- 
dren. . 

“It's placing a premium on race sul- 
cide, and I'm going to fight it as long 
as I stay in the Council,” says the 
sturdy Eighth Warder. 

Healy is a retired non-commissioned 
officer of the regular army, revresent- 
ing the ward with the greatest per- 
centage of the saloon vote, he carries 
an annual pass on the water wagon: 
an uncompromising Republican, he 
represents the strongest Democratic 
ward in the city. .

Agricultural Park, 
“Push” Loses. Hold ‘After 
Bitter Struggle. 


‘State Board Will Maintain 
, Famous Speedway. 


. Through a travail of political intrigue | 


almost without parallel in the history 
of thé Southwest there may come to 
Los Angeles a_pleasure ground and a 
speedway destined to be noted on three 
continents. 


the Sixth District Agricultural Associa- 
tion, surveyors and landscape gardefe 
ers have completed plans for converte 
ing a 100-acre tract of fertile meadow 


park that may rival] in scenic beauty 
Riverside Drive on the Hudson. 

This tract of 
known to “old residents here as Agri- 
cultural Park; fifteen years ago it was 
noted for its agricultural and horti- 
cultural fairs anq@ for its speedway. 
The intrigue of State poiitics has con- 
verted this once beautiful pleasure 
ground into a plague spot; the meadow 
land has been subdivided 
to Chinese vegetable gardeners: the ag- 
ricultural buildings have been negiect- 
ed until they have. become the ren- 
dezvous for vandals; noisome horse 
corrals surround dilapidated stables. 

Many who remember the former 
glories of Agricultural Park assert that 
this is part of a subtle plan to make 
it easier for a “private board,” the 
offspring of the notorious Legislature 
of 1895, to subdivide the tract, sell the 
lots and pocket the proceeds. 

The park 
trance off Figueroa street, but this has 
never been utilized: the stockholders 
who named the “private board” hoped 
to sell this entrance for building prop- 
erty. 

Thirty years ago this section of fer- 
tile .meadow land came into the pos- 
session of the Sixth District Agricul- 
tural Association. -Its history, through 
the varying years is one of plot, coun- 
ter-plot and political finesse that reads 
like a problem play. ‘As the city has 
grown about the park the stakes in 
+ the game have increased. In the begin- 
ning the 160 acres was valued at less 
than $5000: now the land‘could not be 
bought for $1,500,000.

At af executive meeting Friday aft- 
ernoen the State Board decided by a 
unanimous vote of the directors pres- 
ent to open the park to the public and 
to codperate with the city in beautify- 
ing the grounds and maintaining thers 
48 a park and pleasure resort. 

It is the announced policy of the 
board to bring back to Agricultural 
Park the pristine glory of its horti- 
cultural fairs” to maintain and ime 
prove the speedway and to assist the 
city in beautifying the grounds and 
maintaining them as a municipal park, 

An invitation has been extended te 
the public schools, high schools and 
universities to hoid their field days at 
the park; it is also proposed to notify 
all persons occupying any part of the 
park grounds under contract that their 
leases will not be renewed. This is 
almed chiefly at the keepers of the 
horse corrals and at the Chinese vege- 
etable gardeners. 

The old entrance to the park across 
the Southern Pacific Railroad tracks 
will be closed and the new entrance 
will be through an arched driveway 
180 feet wide, directly off eroa 
street. 

In the field there will be football 
grounds, baseball grounds, an agricul- 
tural experiment station for the use of 
the public schools, a conservatory for

this lock chamber from below and have 
the gate closed. It will be cold and 
damp, and the only light will be from 
50 feet above. The high vertical walls 
will look as if they were closing in 
above, and it will certainly be a relief 
to the boatman when he feel the water 
coming in and lifting him to the upper 
level. And, on the other hand, it will 
be anything but a relief when he en- 
ters the chamber above and finds him- 
self dropping, dropping slowly down

“One tier of the present locks will 
be retained for use by boats no larger 
than the ordinary canal boats of to- 
day.” 

It was always expected that the raise 
at Lockport would be made by two 
locks, but Col. Symons conceived the 
idea that a single lock could be made 
to do the work ‘better than a flight of 
two locks. He roughly worked out the 
design of a lock, with certain radical 
changes from the ordinary types, and 
for the last two years this has been 
studied by experts in the varfous fea- 
tures of lock construction am] finally 
adopted. 

The adoption of this lock by State 
Fngineer Skene will save the State 

about $400,000, for if a flight of two 
locks was raised this would by law 
have to be duplicated, making four 
locks in all, which Col. Symons’s sin- 
gle lock would replace.

Keep Your Appendix. 
Cling té your appendix with both 


hands, says the Clerk of the Day in 
“Tine Boston Transcript.” The Rev. 
Samuel Van Vranken Holmes, who 


preached at Harvard recently, has fur- 


dence regarding the inestimable value 
of appendices. In Buffalo, where he 
ministers to a large and influential 
church, he has lately been involved In 
a little unpleasantness with the Torrey- 
ites. Tt chanced that his course of ad- 
dresses on the modern view of Scripture 
synchronized with the Torrey meet- 
ings and drew down upon him the re- 
buke of that mighty evangelist; where- 
upon his mails grew heavy with letters 
of protest. One of those epistles ran 
something like this: “Sir: I understand 
now why you have been led astray by 
the higher critics. It Is less than a 
year, | am told, since you underwent 
an operation for appendicitis, and any 
physictan will inform you that when 
the vemiform appendix comes out the 
patient suffers the total loss of his 


nature. This explains your 


siasm for the movement. 

Fome of those who have looked into 
the matter just a little have declared 
that Campbell! has not discovered any- 
thing new, while others just as posi- 
tively assert that the whole thing is 
simple and that they knew it all the 
while. Still this does not change the 
fact that it remained for Camphell 
and other practical farmers to go out 
and do these things. And whether this 
is an old idea worked over again or a 
new idea entirely, or an adaptation of 
principles known for centuries. or a 
combination of all these, it cannot be 
disputed that it has been under the 
direction and by reason of the teach- 
ings of Mr. Campbell that the farmers 
of the West have actually been push- 
Ing back the arid line further and 
further into the desert sands. 

According to the old teachers farm-— 
ing was a precarious business In any 
country that did not have an annual 
rainfall of at least 25 inches. The rule 
was long ago made by the General 
Land Office that where there is less 
than 29 inches of precipitation on an 
average, the provisions of the desert 
land act apply, or in ather words this 
may be officially designated as desert. 
But if that is a proper designation 
then indeed are the deserts being made 
to bloom, for it is true that there are 
thousands of Highly prosperous farm- 
ers who get good crops every year in 
a country where the average rainfall 
is less than 20 inches. 

Qne of the most eminent of the gove- 
ernment experts recently reported that . 
investigation shows that there is much 
farming being done with continued 
success on land where the average 
rainfall is as low as 10 inches. The 
scfence of soi! culture has hardly gone 
far enough to warrant the hope that 
the desert area will be reduced to fhe 
area of 10-inch rainfall, but it is cer- 
tain that the 20-inch limit ts all too 
high. | 

IN SEMI-ARID REGIONS. 

Investigation has been made at the 
State farm in New Mexico to deter- 
mine what is actually being done by 
farmers in a very dry country and a 
reading of the bulletin issued wpon 
this subject would be suffictent to con- 
vince the most skeptical that there is 
really something in the new movement 
to regenerate the dry country. The re- 
ports from plain farmers make it cer- 
tain that “dry farming’ is a success. 
But the head of the experimé@nt sta- 
tion, Prof. J. J. Vernon, tn his intro- 
duction to the subject, discusses what 
to call it and has this paragraph on 
the name

Solid Gold Hypodermic Needles 
and Other Surgical instruments.

(SPECIALLY CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 
Twenty years ago Z. F. Vaughn, a

The 
shrimps are filling the same place with 
trout anglers now that the soft-shelled 
sandcrabs do with the seekers after 
corbina and yellowfin. 

Several fair catches have been re- 
ported as made below the old bridge 
at kl Monte. The stream is quite 
wide and rather shallow in most places 
thereabouts, but occasional very deep 
holes are likely to prove the nemesis 
of the wader unless he is familiar with 
the peculiarities of the river there, or 


eatorial ramblings. Some of the “pot 
holes”’ are several feet deep. 

The heavy growth of willows tn the 
stream interferes greatly with fishing 
and the use of the ordinary form o 
tackle is hardly ito be recommended. 
, Some of the trout are large fish of the 
salmon order, one of twenty-two 
inches, weighing over three pounds, 
having been taken. 

USE STIFF ROD. 

The best tackle in this part of the 
San Gabriel is a rod of good length 
and quite stiff—a Henshall bass rod is 
about right—and a gut leader of rather 
steuter vroportions than those usually 
employed in trout fishing, owing to the 
number of roots, willows,and other ob- 
stacles In the stre 

The best manner of hooking the 
shrimps seems to be to insert the hook 
at the head and bring it out well down 
toward the tail so the shrimp ficats 
naturally in the current. Trout usually 
prefer to take their prey head first 
and then turn their tails to the line, 
bolting downward toward the bottom. 
Around El Monte the natives merely 
“snake ‘em out.” which is hardly in 
accordance with a sportsman's fine- 
spun theories. 

Catches during the week were not at 
all extraordinary; in fact, a dozen 
would be considered doing well on the 
lower San Gabriel at any time. The 
salmon trout run from eight to twelve 
inches on an average, however, and a 
dozen such is a delicious mess for even 
a big family and affords some for a 
smaller one to give away. —

NEW EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTION 
OF THE GOVERNMENT.

Coal-mine) explosions, 
like railroad accidents, are increasing in country 
from year to year. Last year in Pennsylvania alone 250 
human lives were lost. in such catastrophes, while in 
West Virginia 88 deaths were due to the same cause, In 
the latter State 103 such deaths have orcurreéd since last 
New Year's Day, and 1907 is not yet half spent. “Years 
ago England and Belgium reduced such horrors by estab- 
lishing such stations as that now to be erected here. The 
Belgian mines are notorious for the deadly fire damp, but 
now enjoy a wonderful immunity from explosions. Our 
States have been negligent in the matter of making laws 
limiting the kinds of explosives to be used by the coal 
‘ miner. Many mining States have no laws Of the kind 
whatever. While the Federal government cannot com- 
pel the adoption of such laws, it can educate the miner 
and mine operator, and this it proposes to do forthwith.

‘formidable as to be justly called the King of Fishes. It 
was, like modern sharks, a creature of|prey, but of such

organic oricin, the enamel ccat has preserved the teeth 
in a wonderful way, so that they outlast even the rocks. 
In earlier times, long before Columbus landed, the abo- 
rigines who dwelt in Virginia and Maryland used fossil 
sharks’ teeth as hatchets, and in lieu of other tools, 
deeming them of supernatural origin. And no wonder, 
inasmuch as their most skillful artisans in the cutlery 
line were able to manufacture no such excellent cutting 
instruments as these. 

When the ancient sharks died, their skeletons dis- 
appeared. For the skeleton of a shark is altogether 


composed of cartilage. save only its jaws, and even to) 


this day the framework of such a fish can be preserved 
only by keeping it in alcohol. This is the reason why 
the bones of carcharodon are not found scattered thickly 
through the soil of the Potomac Valley. It is sufficient, 
however, that the teeth remain; for they are so peculiar 
and characteristic that from them alone the scientists 
are able to reconstruct the great fishes to which 
they belonged. They are, in fact, the most _inter-

Exceedingly ferocious, it is, among harks, the man- 
eater par excellence; and undoubtedly 4 specimen of the 
largest size could swatlow a aa | wh le without diffi- 
culty. 

Now, taking the maneater sted described as a model, | 
let us try to reconstruct the extinct monster on scientific 
principles. It is not a very difficult matter, inasmuch 
as we have a tooth to start with, which will give us the 
scale. We know, furthermore, the number of teeth the 


fish had in each jaw—this datum being furnished by the 
white shark, which has twenty-four im the upper and 


twenty-two of the lower jaw—and thus we are able to 
draw the conclusion that the huge creature must Rave 
been somewhere between seventy and 
length. Nearly twice as long as the modern white shark, 
it must have weighed nearly, if not quite, six times as 
much—not less, let us say, than fifteen tons! 

The monster was not a maneater, simply because in 
its time there were no men to eat. The epoch durirfg 
which it ruled the seas was the era of the fishes, when 
nearly all of the surface of the earth was as yet* under 
water. All of the Atlantic coast-plain east of the Alle- 
gheny Mountains was beneath the ocean, and what ts 
known today as the valley of the Potomac was part of 
the sea bottom.

Mr. Bullock is a 
native of Arkansas, and has made a small ¢dortune buy- | 


ing pedris, continuing successfully in face of buyers from 
all over this country and Europe—particularly France. 
He paid $3800 for “The Light of Morn” and so far as he 
could learn the man from whom he had purchased it 


got it for about $25. possibly for less. The peculiarities 


of Arkansas fisher folks accounts for the lack of knowl- 
edge concerning the price first paid for this queen of the 
pearl worl@. “Grubstaking” is almost as common in 
the pearl regions as in the gold fields. It has been in- 
ferred that “The Light of Morn” had been found by an 
ignorant fisherman who was gru)staked and who sold it 
in order to cheat his benefactor, thereby cheating both 
the man who staked him and himself. Mr. Bullock does 
not know this to be the case. but it may ac¢ount for 
his inability to get at the history of the pearl. What 
more directly accounts for it, however, is the fact that 
he realized he had a prize in his hand and he made bids 
rather than ask questions, for he knew that if the pearl 
was offered to other buyers the price would go up. It is 
believed that this pearl will ultimately find its way into 
the hands of either a connoisseur who will keep it for 
its unique position as the largest pearl in the world, or 
that it may be placed with other famous gems in some 
of the crown jewel collections of Europe. These theo- 
ries are advanced by pearl experts for the reason that 
collectors or royalty will pay much more than the grain 
value of the pear! because of its size and history. It is 
now in Paris, in the hands of dealers. When the proper 
market is finally found. it is not expected to bring less 
than $25,000, possibly much more. At the present time 
the largest oriental pearls are in the Hope collection in 
London, and among the crown jewels of Austria. This

Born upon the ‘lonely plains, with only Indians for 
companions, it was not strange that I grew up among 
them, not only with a knowledge of their language, but 
with a thorough comprehension of their habits, likes 
‘and antipathies. 


In later years this enabled me to secure a position as 
a teacher among the Indians, and during one of my vaca- 
tions I thought nothing would be nicer than a visit to 
the old Rosebud Reservation. No sooner did _ this 
thought come than my resolution was made, and dawn 
_ found me by the roadside, my little luggage in hand, anx- 
‘fously awaiting the lumbering old stage coach. When I 
| saw it, after waiting what seemed to me an interminable 

time, I jumped up on the seat, beside the driver, old 
| Ashley | Messenger, and away we went, my thought all 

ahead with the Sioux friends I soon should meet, to ex- 
| change with them a hearty, “Kla-how-yah, nika tilli- | 
/ cum?” (How do you do, my ¢riend?) 

I little thought, as I gazed upon the reservation lying 
before me, that I should have the pleasure of witnesc- 
ing one of the &musing incidents that revealed so clearly 
the untutored mind of the savage despite his years of 

training. It was an incident that has never been pub- 

_ lished or “written up” as yet, though in all probability 
it went on file as “official news” in the department at 
Washington. 

{ had a friend there, another girl teacher, and I knew 
the agent of the reservation slightly. he who was unwit- 
tingly the actor who put the ball in motion. 

One day we were engaged in making a list of needed 
_ articles—provisions, utensils, et¢., and the agent re- 
marked thoughtfully: “I wonder why we never asked 
for frying pans? Now that the Sioux are supposed to 
' be learning all the white man’s modes, it is. high time 
that this cooking of meat St a crane on the fire 
ceased.” | 

So several dozen inves pans of generous size were 
requested, and in due time they came, |packed in at the 
bottom. 

The braves gathered around early for their share of ra- 
tions, but when the frying pans were handed them the 
agent met with a flat refusal to take them. Viewed by 
each brave, turned over and over, touched here and 
there carefully, even after the object of their use was 
explained, none seemed to view them favorably. 

The braves walked away, and the agent and I gazed 
despairingly at the piles of silttoring pans lying upon 
| the snow. 

“If the authorities at Washington ober hear ofthis 
useless expense, it will mean my finish, * groaned the 
agent.

On warships as well as other vessels the telegraphone 


will keep an absolute record of all bell and whistle sig- 
nals as well as verbal orders from the bridge. 

The device can be used to furnish stock quotations to 
any number of subscribers through a megaphone, in 


their offices, the quotations being given as they occur on 


the exchange, permitting the tape quotations to follow 
later. 

' The same principle can be applied to the distribution 
of news, such as is furnished by press associations, to 
any number of subscribers. A record is made at each 
of the newspaper offices and the machine arranged to 
enable the editor to eliminate such words as he desires, 
permitting the balance of the record to go to the lino- 
type operator, after which the proofreader can compare 
eroof with the original telegraphone record.

BREEDING GLADIOLL 


METHODS TO BE FOLLOWED IN RAISING 
THE STANDARD OF TYPEs. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


URING the past few years “glads” have reached a 
D high standard of excellence, for it is comparativety 
easy to raise the standard of the more common 
types by either breeding or selection. Not only is the 
process easy of accomplishment, but one of the most 


interesting and satisfactory in all plant experiments. For 


many years the writer has followed out this line of work 
_ just as is described below. 

When the first florets come into bloom they should be 
emasculated each morning as soon as open; that is, the 


| 


ceed intelligently in working toward certain desired 
colors or types. 


There remains but one more still further specializa- 


| tion and that is to pollenize each floret on a stalk with 
| pollen from different spikes, then label both the main 


three stamens in each flower (which contain the pollen) |

dew of the stamens from the very best flowers should be > 


saved for fertilizing the balance. Each stamen has two 
long pollen sacs and when ready to burst open up in 
slits the entire length of the stamen. By running a 
small flat toothpiek in these slits it is an easy matter to 
get a small portion of the white or pink pollen out and 
apply it to the stigma or three-forked end of the pistil. 
It is best for the amateur to fertilize every flower two 
mornings in succession as not all pistils are In a —

tive state the first morning of opening, niore especiaHy 
if the work be done in the cool, early morn. I[t wil! not 
be necessary to cower any of the blossoms for fear of 
contamination unless a near neighbor has some in bioom 
at the same time and even then there is little reason for 
worrying. The above-described process is so simple a 
child ten years old could do the work as well as an 
adult. The seeds should be saved, before the pod breaks 
open sufficiently to allow them to escape, and sown very 
early the next spring in'a warm place and soil, and if 
well cared for, a few will bloom the first year and all 
of them produce a fine crop the second year. 


The next step of interest and development is to num- 
ver the labels on all the best stocks and save the seeds 
in separate envelopes, each numbered to correspond with 
the labels. The following spring, divide a bed up into 
small squares and plant the mother bulb in the center 
of each square and plant her seed around her. Any 
little bulblet should be taken from the parent so that 
but one spike of the old bloom will result—just enough 
to show what the mother flower is like. If none of the 
seedlings bloom the first year (of even if some do) leave 
all in the ground for another year. When the whole

By pursuing the work as above outlined more satis- 
faction may be gained, in the writer's estimation, than 
by any experiments with flowers that come to mind at 
the present writing, for the results are certain so far as 
quantity is concerned.

I do not believe any one knows the cause of this immu- 
nity. These old seedlings grew to maturity before pear 
blight was ever heard of on the Pacific Coast. Conse-

Corn and Pumpkins, 
HAVE just received two remarkable varieties of Pe- 


ruvian corn, and a few pumpkin seeds, the vines of 
the latter having the power of rooting at very leaf stalk. 
One variety of this corn is called “Cuzco,” and its grains 
are of immense size, white and soft, like grains of popped 
corn. The stalk grows to the height-of 22 feet. The 
other variety has black grains with snowy-white sub- 
stance. I have given out a few grains of this small sup- 
ply to those who wished to experiment with these South 
American varieties here. I presume the Department of 
Agriculture has introduced the Andes strains of. maize, 
but I have never seen them before on this Coast. They 


should be thoroughly tested here because of the simi- 


larity of conditions under which they would be grown.

SAN FRANCISCO CALL the astonishing 


statement that the Florida white fly has become es- 
tablished in one of the northern citrus-growing coun- 
ties. Growers all over the State, though startled by this 
announcement, yet hope that there may be some mis- 
take in this matter. We have ho particulars at hand as 
to the extent of this invasion or its means of introduc- 
tion. 
California. and our horticultural laws and ordinances 
here are more rigidly enforced than in the north, but 
this emergency should be handled with extreme energy 
and thoroughness just the same. 
should redouble its efforts to prevent the introduction of 
this awful pest. The Horticultural Commissioners of 


Los Angeles county were subjected to dreadful abuse — 


‘three or four years ago by a few local’ papers because of 
the enactment of the ordinance forbidding the importa- 
tion of Florida nursery stock. 

Yuba county evidently was more lax, especially in its 


inspection work if the reports of this invasion are true. | 


San Bernardino and Riverside counties have stood firmly 
with Los Angeles in the efforts to prevent the introduc- 
tion of the white fly into this port of the State. Within 
the last month the Los Angeles commissioners hurned 


a consignment of plants from New Orieans literally alive | 


with the white fly. And another feature might be men- 
tioned here, namely. that some of our highest authori- 
ties have claimed very recently that the climatic condi- 
tions in California are so different from those of 
Florida the white fly could under no circumstances be- 
come established in the citrus orchards of this Coast. 
That this claim: is erroneous seems certain 
county.

Cut Worms. 


i ANGE ¢ owers are in trouble in various sections on 
0 account of cut‘’worms climbing the trees and eating 
both ripe and young oranges. This is due to the growth 
of weeds and green crops that have grown under the 
trees, We have heard some growers say that it cures 
them of growing green crops. This is rash talk, for it 
‘is entirely easy to grow the crops and not be injured by 
the worms. If the weeds and green stuff are plowed 
under before worm time comes around, they -will be de- 
stroyed in the main body of the orchard and by mowing 
the weeds from under the trees early in the season, tne 
nillers and butterflies will not have the propef kind of 
_muterial on which to lay their eggs, and as a conse- 
quence they will keep away from there, confining their 
laying operations to those plants which may be turned 
under with a plow. This plan necessitates working sys- 
tematically, which is the proper way after all. 


keep up-to-date with all these jobs and keep in practice; 
they “get caught.” as the saying is, with certain things 
undone that should be done. 
ure to be put into practice keep the lower branches 
trimmed so that they just clear the ground.

Why Is Marriage So Often a Failure? 
of marriage and divorce have aroused, much inter- 
est, to judge by the numerous letters that have been 


received, from readers of both sexes—mostly women— 
commending The Times for treating, in a decent, candid 
manner, a subject that is too often either entirely ig- 
nored, or left to the frivolous and the lewil.

His ob- 
ject is to arouse jealousy and force his present congenial 
companion to sue for divorce.” 

Will any one venture to say that polygamy is not far 
more decent and reasonable than this? It is simple 
promiscuity sanctioned by law.

-+-they thoughtfully make no charge for this accommé- 
dation, so that if you lose your money you can stil) re- 
cover your chattels—you pass through green baize doors 
into the “salone des jeux.” | 

It might be a tennis match that people are looking 
at; they are not more excited, outwardly, at least, than 
that. Some sit round the tables, others form an upright 
fringe. I expected to see wild plunging; except at the 
trente et quarante table, there was: practically no high 
play. The five-frane piece is the Monte Carlo unit at 
roulette. Only one or two playérs at a table will put 
their hundred francs or a thousand upon one number, 
or upon two. The great majority tempt fortune with 
five or ten francs. or at the most, with a louis. No 
one appears to be unduly excited, or to take the ad. erse 
rulings of fate too much to heart. 

The fact is. gambling at Monte Carlo is. much less 
dangerous than in many other circumstances. It is 
ready-money betting. You cannot gamble away your 
next year’s income or your patrimony. because such 
assets as cheques and promissory notes are not consid- 
ered at Monte Carlo. It is =n down, and none other 
is accepted. 

The real danger of the littoral , not Monte Carlo. but 
the multitude of so-called private gambling clubs, which 
have sprung up.at Nice and elsewhere. The government 
have made efforts to suppress these “tripods,” “where 
cheating of the most outrageous sort goes.on, but such 
pressure has been put upon ‘the police that they have 
been obliged to desist. In 7 © os these spurious 


clubs—admission to which is the merest é¢ormality— 


flourish like the green bay tree. Peplorante are the re- 


sults, 

Local tradesmen, who are debarred entrance at Monte 
Carlo by the regulations, join these gambling clubs, 
which have merely to make a formal declaration to the 
prefect to be immediately licensed for their nefarious 
operations. Often a villa is hired for the express: pur- 
pose of turning it into a eluh. he public is attracted 
thereto, and is speedily plucked of its capital. Bani 
ruptey follows. Many of these sonthern resorts could 
tell a melancholy tale of residents ruined by the fatal 
green cloth spread for them in |“soi-distant.” private 
social institutions. “Anti-social” would be nearer the 
correct label. | 

Monte Carlo. on the contrary, is a Place where one 
goes with the deliberate intention of risking a certain 
amount of capital on the tables. he great majority of 
people make the caleulation beforéhand: “IT can afford 
to lose such-and-such a sum”—hence they are not traz- 
ically affected when they do lose it. 

There are, of course, cases of the wildest plunging, 
but, generally. the plaver has lost the greater part of 
his.meney elsewhere, and goes principality as a. 
ons resource.
